Plenty of Right Food Will 


Add Weight. 


Some of my readers have written, 


pointing out that I have been discuss- 
ing proper diets and suitable control 
for persons who are overweight, but 
that I have said very little' to aid 
those who are underweight. Weil, 
here's the advice they are seeking. 
. If-you are underweight, you should 
know that this involves consideration 
not only of the food that you eat, but 
also your daily habits. Failure to gain 
weight may be due to overactivity, or 


- to excessive smoking, to nervous ex- 


haustion or lack of sleep. 


: 
If you; tal?e in enough food with a 


. sufficient amount of calories, and if 


this food is, properly used in your 
body, you should surely gain weight. 


Sometimes the tissues of the body 


burn up the material top rapidly. In 
-such event you should have a basal 


• metabolism test to determine the rate 
. of your body chemistry, and if the test 


turns out to be a high plus—that is to 


, say, 12 to 15 or over—your physician 


will advise the necessary measures for 
restoring your body chemistry to a 
^suitable rate. 
' Sometimes it is -impossible to get 
people who are underweight to take 
suitable amounts of rest and relaxa- 
tion; without putting them in a hos- 
pital or a sanitarium where they are 
completely under control. 


There are, of course, certain foods 


which are more useful 
in 
adding 


weight than others, because they pro- 
vide large amounts of so-called food 
value without a great amount of bulk. 
Milk, cream, butter, bacon, breads, 
and vegetables are some foods which 
provide large numbers of calories, and 
peas, lima beans, rice, macaroni, and 
spaghetti are considered to be ex- 
ceedingly useful in diets for gaining 
weight. 


The diets may also be enriched by 


such substances as malted 
milks, 


dried milks, and olive oil. You may 
have to eat something not only at the 
usual hours for the three meals daily, 
but also at periods between meals, as 
at 10:30 in the morning, 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon, and again just before 
going to bed. 


Above all, you should see that your 


appetite is sustained and that you do 
not avoid food because of lack of ap- 
petite. While overactivity should be 
avoided, a certain amount of exercise 
in the open air is desirable as a means 
of increasing the appetite. The milder 
types of exercise, such as walking and 
golfing, are preferable. 


Another factor that may be useful 


in building up weight because of im- 
provement of appetite is a temporary 
visit to a vacation resort, where you 
will be away from business and do- 
mestic worries and where the whole 
atmosphere is conductive to a health- 
ful type of living.

WASHINGTON—(NBA)—First fruits 


of the $1.880,000,000 work-relief drive 
for the coming year are already seen 
as enrollment, begins lo bring some 
SOO.OOO new volunteers into the Civil- 
ian Conservation Corps. 


Usually it is actually hard for the 


government to spend money quickly in 
vast sums, especially if any regard is 
had for tconomy and money's worth. 
Ask Secretary Ickes, who even yet 
hasn't been abc to spend al that Pub- 
li Works fund of $3.300.000.000. 


But when expansion of the CCC 


amounting to doubling its work and 
facilities was decided on, the plans 
were ready. Director Robert Fechner 
had anticipated the action, forlhe CCC 
is acknowledged to be one of the more 
successful of New Deal txpcriments. 


Within a few weeks of passage of 


the work-relief bill, CCC expansion 
is already under way. Enrollment will 
be doubled to rlach more than 000,000, 
and the number of camps will be in- 
creased from 1G40 to about 2900. 


Fcchncr believes 
the 
CCC 
will 


eventually be regarded as a perma- 
nent gcvcrnmcnt institution. The in- 
creasing difficulty 
of fitting young 


men nito industry, and of continuing 
their schooling until 
industrial jobs 


are ready for them, makes it look as 
though the CCC will be an increas- 
ingly important bridge of that morale- 
breaking gap. 


But the beauty of the CCC, Fechner 


maintains, is that it produces definite, 
tangible 
vublie 
improvements, 
the 


value of which 
can 
be 
seen and 


measured. 


Fcchncr estimates, for instance, that 


the money value of works construct- 
ed by the CCC during the first two 
years of its existence is around J335,- 
000,000, about half tht cost of tht corps 
lo date. 


And indirect benefits in the preser- 


vation and improvement of natural rc- 
KCOUI-CC.S mount into unfigurable hun- 
dreds of millions more. 


That, Fechner maintains, is not a 


bad return on a scheme 
that has 


furnished 
health-building 
outdoor 


work to more than a million young 
mtn who might otherwise have spent 
their lime on street comers. 


And Ihe pay sent home by that mil- 


lion young men helped some 3,000,000 
of their dependents over 
a 


time.
